“In my four days’ stay in Havana I saw 
but two wounded soldiers. One had his arm 
in a sling and the other had one of his feet 
shot off. 

“Of course there are no doubt many in the 
hospitals; but I kep? away from such places 
as small-pox and yellow fever are epidemic. 

“The news of Maceo’s death was first an- 
nounced in Havana adout 5 o’clock on the 
afternoon of Thursday, Dec. 10. An extra of 
the Diario de la Marino, the biggest news- 
paper in the city, was the means. Instantly 
the town went wild with joy. From every 
window the colors of Spain were flaunted. 
Banners were hung across the street. Fire- 
crackers by the thousand were discharged 
from the housetops. It was like a grea 
holiday festival. 

“The loyelty of Havana to Spain ts un- 
questionable. Spaniards own the city and 
dominate it absolutely. The Cubans who 
live there keep their mouths shut, even if 
their sympathies are with the insurgents. 

“The reason for my not believing in the 
story of the assassination is this: The Gov- 
ernment controls the telegraph and cable. 
No word of it could reach this country in 
that way, for cipher messages are not sent 
unless the code is understood by the cen- 


sor. 

“T left Havana for America by the OH- 
vette, the first mall boat to leave there after 
the report of Maceo’s death, and there wag 
mo hint of the assassination on board. Yet 
when we reached Tampa, Fila, Sunday 
morning the Jacksonville papers had a tre. 
mendous sensation which went all over this 
coun They could not have gotten it 
from the tsland. 

“Tt is this sort of thing that makes the 
Spaniards hate the Americans so. They use 
the term ‘“‘Americanos” as an epithet. I 
often heard it applied in cafes. As I have 
spent eome years in Mexico, I could under- 
stand everything that was said in Spanish,

ridiculous, The 20,000 soldiers in garrison 
there are more than all the insurgents. They 
are perfectly armed and have unlimited sup- 
plies. Tremendous forts are on all sides of 
the city. Warships are lying in the harbor. 
It is simply ridiculous. 

“Rumors about the insurgents being near 
Havana have disturbed no one in that city. 
One or two bands got into some outlying 
towns and did a littlh damage, but they 
frightened no one. They were more like 
robbérs than soldiers. 

"The alleged attack on Guanabaco is non- 
sense. There was no bombardment, no light 
of burning buildings seen in Havana, no 
filizht of fugitives from that place into the 
= sf I heard not a word of it during my 
vis:t. 

“It does not look reasonable that Spain 
can be defeated. She must have money, 
for all the soldiers are well dressed and 
armed. The morning we sailed into the 
harbor I saw two transports bringing in 
3,000 fresh troops from the mother country. 
They were all beardless boys and their 
rifles and uniforms were brand new. 

“T saw Weyler while I was there. He 
entered the town the day after the report 
of Maceo’s death, and a tremendous crow: 
of enthusiastic people turned out to greet 
him. I was within forty feet of him. He 
looks much like his pictures. The Mar- 

uis du Ahumada (pronounced something 
like O’Meagher), was there to greet him. 
He is a magnificent looking man. 

“On the whole I was very much pleased 
with the trip except for the trouble of get- 
ting away. It took me five hours of hard 
work and I had to be vaccinated to boot. 
Havana is the most beautiful city in this 
hemisphere, and is well worth a visit, even 
in these times. 

“Coming back the steamer Olivetite carried 
1,000 pounds of tobacco. In view of Wey- 
ler’s edict, I inquired about this and the 
man I asked suggestively rubbed his fin- 
gers together, indicating that it was work- 
ed by bribery.”’ 


HAVANA’S ANXIETY. 


There Are Confusing Reports About 
Maceo and Preparations Are Made 
to Resist Gen. Gomez. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Dec. 18.—Passengers by 
steamer say that rumors of more fighting 
near the trocha were current in Havana. 
It was noticed that the movements of troops 
in the streets were more numerous than 
usual and some important action seemed 
to be going on. 


The reports in Havana that Maceo is not 
dead have confused the people and all the 
papers say that this question must be sifted 
out and settled at once, though expressing 
confidence that he its dead. They call upon 
the officials to have Maceo’s and young 
Gomez’ bodies exhumed and brought into 
the city for identification, 

Heavy siege guns have been mounted on 
the outer sea walls of a new fort. Many 
new fortifications have been built in the city 
and Weyler seems preparing for a siege in 
anticipation of the approach of Gomez. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—James Castillo of 
the Cuban Junta says that in the opinion 
of the Junta there can be little doubt of 
Maceo’s death, and that it is generally be- 
lieved that he came to his death through 
treachery on the part of Dr. Zertucha. 

In order to learn the facts about the en- 
gagement in which the patriot was killed, 
emissaries have been sent from Havana to 
find the troops which he commanded. Sev- 
eral have returned and reported that they 
could find no trace of the insurgents, show- 
ing that they had retreated further inland. 
Five soldiers who were wounded were 
found in huts which had been turned into 
hospitals, and they told the agents of the 
Junta that Maceo was not dead. However, 
not much faith is pinned on the assurances 
of the wounded men, since Maceo may have 
been shot after the former had been 
wounded, 

The suspicion is extant that Zertucha 
fired the bullet which ended Maceo’s career. 

Efforts are making to bring to this coun- 
try an officer who was on Maceo’s staff and 
present when he was shot, so that this wit- 
ness may be sent to Washington to appear 
before the Foreign Relationg Committee of 
the Senate. This plan is expected to be very 
fruitful of results if successful. 

It is expected that definite news will. be

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 18.—United 
States Marshal Jo Shelby declares officially 
that all persons within his jurisdiction en- 
gaged in aiding the Cuban insurgents con- 
trary to the treaty laws of the United 
States will be arrested, wherever found. 

D. S. Harriman; who is leading the move- 


ment here, said, after becoming acquainted 
with Marshal Shelby’s order, that nothing 
would be done that will conflict with the 
laws of the country. 

One hundred and fifty Texas rangers, 
commanded by Temple Houston, who has 
notified Mr. Harriman of their willingness 
to fight Spain, are eaid to be in readiness 
to go to ba at a moment’s notice. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 18.—Dispatches 
from several Kansas points tell of a gen- 
eral movement to form companies to aid 
the Cubans. Recruiting operations are 
reported from Topeka, Lawrence, Great 
Bend, Garden City and Valley Falis. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., Dec. 18.~There was 
great excitement here when four cars of 
cannon, Gatling guns and other war material 
arrived over the Iron Mountain Railroad. 
The cars were transferred ta the Texas & 
Pacific Railroad, and left immediately by 
special train. The destination is supposed 
to be Galveston, Tex., where, it is alleged, 
a filibustering expedition will soon start for 
Cuba. .

JEFFERSON BARRACKS COMMIS- 
SION STILL TAKING TESTIMONY. 


THE THIRD DAY’S SESSION, 


Gen. Henry Will Recommend Tearing 
Down Old Buildings and Re- 
modeling the Others. 


The Jefferson Barracks Investigation 
Committee began its third day’s session at 
10 o’clock Friday morning. 

As published in Thursday's 6 o’clock Post- 
Dispatch, the afternoon session of the sec- 
ond day was devoted to the four St. Louis 
committees who escorted Gen. Wesley Mer. 
ritt to the Barracks at 2 p.m, Col. James 
O. Broadhead, Gen. John W. Turner, ex- 
Congressman W. M. Kinsey, and Hugh B. 
Weber addressed the commission on the ne- 
cessity of making Jefferson Barracks a first- 
class military post. They were assured by 
both Gen. Merritt and Gen. Henry that the 
commission would do nothing to injure 
the Barracks. The commission was very re- 
served in its reception of the St. Louis 
committees. 


The chief feature of the discussion 
brought out by the St. Louisans before 
the commission was that Gen. Miles is the 
prime mover in the attempt that is being 
made to remove the troops from Jefferson 
Barracks. This is what many St. Loulsang 
have all along suspected. Gen. Miles is es- 
sentially a Chicago man, and like all Chi- 
cagoans would doubtless wish, if he could, 
to injure the prosperity of St. Louis. 

At Friday morning’s session, Sanitary 
Engineer C. R. Farley was before the 
Board to explain Quartermaster Summer- 
hayes’ report. The report sets forth the 
necessity of building a pumping station te 
obtain water from the city mains and also 
of reconstructing the sewage system and 
the destruction of the old officérs’ quarters 
These. he would replace with a new set o 
four officers’ buildings, 

Each member of the commission is pre- 
paring a separate report on the condition 
of the Barracks, as gathered from the tes- 
timony so far given. . Though the commis- 
sion refuses to give out these reports, it is 
understood’ that General Henry’s report 
will be more elaborate than the others. He 
Will state ‘strongly the needs of the Bar-' 
racks and suggest that the tearing down 
of all the old buildings and a complete 
overhauling of the post will be necessary 
to make the post sanitary. Drs. Girard and 
Hartsuff will report on the needs of a new 
hospital. 

The reports will be compared and consol- 
idated. General Henry and Dr. Hartsuff 
say the report will not be given out for 
publication. “We cannot make the finding 
of the commission public,”’ said Gen. Hen- 
ry, ‘“‘as the proceedings are in the nature of 
court proceedings.”’ 

Capt. Ewing, Assistant Post Surgeon, was 
put on the stand to give an opinion of 
the healthfulness’ of the Arcadia range ]o- 
cation. He said that when tthe first troops 
went into camp there the surface drainage 
ram into the spring where drinking water 
was obtained. His most important etate- 
ment was that during the encampment ma- 
laria was prevalent among civilian resi- 
dents of Arcadia as wéll as among the 
troops, 

The commission has a number of affi- 
daviis stating that there was no malaria 
last summer among the residents 
at Arcadia. He had no typhoid 
cases at Arcadia. There was some 
discussion between Gen. Henry and Capt. 
Ewing as to the healthfulness of the Bar 
racks region. ' 

“IT think it healthful,” said Capt. Ewing. 

“Do the records show it?’ asked n. 
Henry, somewhat hotly. 

“As a rule I think they do.” 

‘“‘Humph,” said Gen, Henry. 

No effort was made to learn from Dr. 
Ewing whether any misconduct of the men 
caused their illness. 

The commissioners then got their heads 
together to prepare their official report. 
From what can be learned of the propoeed 
report it will be of a kind calculated to 
create the impression that the Barracks Is 
not only unsanitary at present, but that its 
location is unhealthful, Much space is being 
devoted to the statement that the topograpnhi- 
cal conditions there conduce to malaria. 

The report will point out that maiaria 
arises from the swamps across the river, and 
that the soil, which is clay resting on lIime- 
stone, holds dampness and malaria. These 
statements are made without qualification, 
and pany injure the Barracks and indirectly 
St. Louls, when they reach the auttrorities 
at Washington, who will have only the re- 
port to go Dy.

He took up the fight of crookdom against 
society. 


The crazy Judge is winning. Lawless- 
ness ig rampant in the city. The police de- 
partment ig under fire from all sides. Har- 
rigan is being daily harassed. Thieves are 
laughing up their sleeves and living high 
on their {ll-gotten gains. 

Murphy is avenged. His enemies are down 
and his friends are up. 

But whet do the people say? The people 
who put him there to punish crime instead 
of foster it. The people who pay the piper 
wihile he dances in his glee. 

They have not yet had a chance to speak. 

But the end fe not yet. So long as the 
crazy Judge is on the bench this warfare 
must continue and the public must in reality 
suffer the stabs he aims at the police.

1896, the Circuit Court of the United States 
for New York, expresely declares the law, 
in @ prosecution against some Cuban fill- 
busters.

Persons desiring 
to enlist in such service may lawfully go 
abroad for this pu in any way they see 
fit, either separately or in association 
vided they do not set on foot amy 
expedition. It is no offense against the laws 
to traneport persons intending to enlist in 
foreign military service out of this country 
and land them in guch foreign country.” 

And mark this further declaration; 

“It is no offense against the laws of the 
United States to transport arms, ammuni- 
tiom and munitions of war from this coun- 
try to any foreign country, as merchandise 
only, if net designed in of a military ex- 
pedition from this country, whether they 
are to be used in war or not. In such case 
the shipper and transporter of the arms, 
ammunition and munitions of war only run 
the risk of capture and seizure of such arme, 
etc., by the foreign power against. whom the 
arms were intended to be used.” (Vol. %, 
Federal Reports, 907.) 

The highest authorities of internationel 
law expressly declare that neutra] indivi- 
duals may loan or give money and arns 
to either or both parties to a War. 
The latest authority (Lawrence, Internation- 
al Law, 1895, Sec. 254), declares this rule: 

*‘“Money ts a form of merchandise, and net« 
tral individuals constantly trade in it with 
belligerent governments, Commercial trané | agricultural 
actions in it could not be prevented, except | below from 4d 
by an amount of espionage and interference [ ing an 
which would outrage human nature and rem | 909 for 
der all trade im ble.

The rulime of Judge Sanderson in the 
Superior Court of San Francisco on the 
Sharkey-Fitzsimmons injunction case does 
mot surprise any one who took a reasonable 
view of the legal aspects of the case. The 
only surprise has been that the court did 
now throw the case out of his own motion 
before any of the corruption was stirred 
up. 

It was a deliberate attempt to convert 
the Judge of a court of law into the referee 
of a prize fight. "he Sharkey side hoped 
to get a dectsion .m his favor, and failing 
in that fell back upon the plea that it was 
a prize fight, which plea was promptly ac- 
cepted by the court. Fitzs'mmons hed as 
little chance to get a decision in his favor 
in the court as he did in the ring. The 
court has not decided the issue in any way. 
Tt bes refused to take cognizance of the 
matter from any standpoint, and so far as 
the legal aspect of it is concerned it ts as 
if it hed never been in court. 

One thing the hearing brought forth which 
makes it unpleasant for the fighters is that 
they were law-breakers when the fight took 
place. Judge Sanderson paid: 

‘There is no quest'on in my mind that 
the parties in this ergagement or exhibition, 
or ‘whatever you call it—the complaint calls 
it @ boxing contest—are indictable vumder 
the law, and that the people who witne@ged 
it are amenable as law*breakers. I u r. 
stand that these exhibitions are given, and 
they “are given because the people end 
public wink at them. But no court will 
recognize any such proceedings. 

That is all the satisfaction they can get 
out of the action at law.

HIS POOLROOM CROWDED AS SOON 
AS IT WAS OPENED. 


HE WIRES AWAY THE MONEY. 


Officials Are Still Wrestling in ‘the 
Throes of Thought and Will Some 
Day Take Action. 


When the caller in Tom Walsh's pool 
room announced “At the post’’ yesterday 
afternoon, the room was so crowded with 
people that the bettors, or would-be bet- 
tors, had overfiowed through the hallway 
out onto Eighth street. There was not 
very much betting done, as the “talent” is 
@ bit rusty on the horses and their present 
form. 

There is a strange and wierd incongruity 
about Walsh's outfit. On the south side of 


the room is the big blackboard with Its 
ten or twelve perpendicular columns. Half 
of them bear the entries and weights at 
New Orleans, and half those at Oakley. 
Over each set of entries is the inscription 
"$2 and upward.”’ 

This does not mean that Mr. Walsh will 
take nothing less than two dollar bets. He 
insists all the time that he takes no bets 
atall. It means that he will not telegraph 
sums of less than two dollars to the Louis- 
ville pool rooms. 

Up to this morning Walsh and the South 
Side were the only ones making a foreign

ON CLARK AVENUE. 


WILL HAVE CURVES IN IT. 


When Completed It Will Cost Only 


$1,000 of the City’s Fast Dwin- 
dling Cash. 


“The Clark avenue bridge must be built 
if the approaches extend to Jefferson avenue 
and the river.” 

Mayor Walbridge has grown tired of the 
quibbling of the Terminal Association. He 
expressed his sentiments in the above lan- 
guage. He is determined “hat the bridge 
shall be built and believes that a way w.il 
be found to compel the Terminal Association 
to pay over the $150,000 which it has pledged 
itself to pay. 

The condition of affairs is peculiar. When 
the ordinance was passed granting to the 
Terminal Railroad Association the right to 
erect the Union Station, a clause was ap- 
pended providing that, in view of the neces- 
sary abandonment of Clark avenue from 
Righteenth street to Twentieth street, when- 
ever the city should pass an ordinance to 
construct a bridge across the tracks ffom 


Eighteenth to Twentieth street, the asso- 
ciation should contribute $150,000 toward its 
cost. 

In order for the bridge to be high enough 
to clear the tracks properly it was found 
that the approaches would have to extend 
at least an additional block east and west. 

When these plans were broached to the 
Terminal pedple, they demurred. They 
were under no obligation to contribute 
money for the construction of a bridge 
from Seventeenth to Twenty-first street, 
they said. 

The Board of Public Improvements was 
stunned by this attitude and the matter 
has been at a standstill for a long time. 

A plan has been evolved, however, whioh 
will come within the strict wording of the 
$150,000 clause. The br will be an en- 
gineering monstrosity, but it will -Be 
bridge, and the city will get the $150,000, and 
the members of the Board think they can 
stand it if the Terminal people can. 

The plans have been drawn up by Street 
Commissioner Milner and were submitted 
to the Board Friday. They contemplate a 
bridge the like of which has probably never 
been erected or even conceived of before. 
It will extend only from BEighieenth to 
Twentieth street and the Terminal people 
will therefore have no further excuse to 
hold back the $150,000. 

The approaches instead of continuing on a 
straight line east and west will curve to the 
north and south and descend to the surface 
on Bighteenth and Twentieth streets. 

There will be only one approach on Light- 
eenth street. There isa decided up grade on 
Highteenth street and the roach will be 
a very long one. It will start at about Wal- 
nut and extend southward to the bridge 
proper. On the west end there will be two 
approaches, one extending north parallel 
with Twentieth street and one south. Twen- 
tieth street is almost perfectly level at this 
point and a suitable grade cannot be ob- 
tained for the approaches without extend- 
ing them about two blocks each way. This 
will cut off access to the station along the 
west side almost completely. 

The plans were reported by the Committee 
on Street Department and Ordinances to the 
Board of Public Improvements Friday morn- 
ing and approved.

A surprise was in store for the School 
Board Investigating Committee, appointed 
on the charges of Bernhard Huelsmann 
against Director Koenig, at 2 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon.

AN EMERGENCY 
DOES EXIST. 


LEVERETT BELL DEFENDS THE 
POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


THEIR ACT WITHIN THE LAW. 


Men Employed to Cope With Present 
Conditions Will Have a Valid 
Claim Against the City. 


Leverett Bell, for many years City Coun- 
selor and a recognized authority on all law 
points pertaining to St, Louis, “does not 
agree with Mayor Walbridge, Comptrolier 
Sturgeon and City Counselor Marshal that 
the Board of Police Commissionets'acted il- 
legally in deciding to appoint 200 emergency 
patrolmem 

Mr. Lee had Mr. Bell in mind when he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter that he had 
the written opinion of a former City Coun- 
selor to the effect that the Police Board 
had acted within the law. 


Mr. Bell, when seen by a reporter and 
asked whether he considered the Police 
Board’s course legal, said: “I have no doubt 
that the Police Board had the right to de- 
clare that there existed an emergency such 
as the law contemplated in giving the com- 
missioners the right to employ extra patrol- 
men. The law makes the Police Board the 
sole judge of the fact as to whether there fs 
an emergency. It heen not say Mhat the 
Municipal assem or any city officials 
must concur with the board that an emer- 
gency exists before the declaration can 
become binding and be the basis of a valid 
claim against the city 

“The Municipal Anaerably may refuse to 
make an appr opriation to pay the emergency 
patrolmen, but they will have a just claim 
against the city, none the less. The As- 
sembly is withholding appropriations for 
much work done for the city, but the men 
who provided labor and material by order 
of members of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments have a valid claim against the city. 

“The Municipal Assembly has a _ voice 
when there is a question of an increase 
the ener’ police force and additional 
regular patrolmen would not have a claim 
against the city unless an appropriation had 
been meade for their pay. But the Munici- 
pal Assembly cannot samrge the permanent 
force except on recommendation of the Po- 
lice Board, and as I said before, it cannot 
interfere in any way with the right of the 
Police Board to hire emergency policemen 
after the Board has made the formal decla- 
ration that an emergency exists. 

“The Police Board alone can say whether 
an emergency exists, but individually I 
think ‘that its decision in the present case 
is correct. Crime is so prevalent that the 
regular force cannot cope with it. Citi- 
zens are held up on the streets, dwellings 
and stores are looted, a train is stopped by 
a gang of robbers and a brewery office is 
invaded by bandits. 

“While these things are happening the 
Police Board is forced to drop sixty-four 
regular patrolmen. I think that these 
conditions constitute an emergency.” 


Comptroller Isaac H. Sturgeon does not 
believe that the Municipal Assembly will 
pass a bill providing for an additional apPro- 

riation for the Police Department. 
hoes not even believe that the members af 
the Board willl try to have such a Dill 


passed. 

“T believe the members of the Board of 
Police Commissioners are too sensible and, 
too good business men to persist in their ex- 

ressed purpose to increase the ice force 

y declaring an emergency,’ said the Comp- 
troller Friday. ‘The Board members are 
all clever men and personal friends of mine, 
and J regret the necessity of opposing them, 
but there is no money for such @ purpose. 

“City Counselor Marshall has advised 
Mayor Walbridge and myself that no emer- 
gency exists within the meaning of the 
clause of the law upon which the Board 
bases its action. I feel sure that the mem-

For All That Real Estate People Know 
This Man’s Work May Cover 
a Hundred Deeds.

After devising and partially carrying out 
@ plot by which he might reasonably have 
expected to realize a fortune, Oharfes Wil- 
e0n, a curbstone real estate dealer, spoiled 
his own little game by an excess of caution. 

The police are looking for him and Mrs. 
Mary Neustaedter’s $1,500. So far as is 
known, that is the amount of his spoils, but 
he may have obtained $7,738 in addition, and 
if he had not been too careful, he would have 
got a great deal more. 

His method was simple, although it in- 
volved several forgeries and the outlay of 
some money. It is easiest explained by a 
recital of Mrs. Neustaedter’s experience. 

Several weeks ago she saw an advertise- 
ment in a newspaper soliciting a lean on 

dreal estate. She answe the adver- 
tisement and Charles Wilson called at her 
home, 32025 South Jefferson avenue. He 
explained that he was a real estate agent 
with an office at 818 Chestnut street. One 
of his clients, Edward J. Dozier by name, 
had a deed of trust for $1,500 on a piece of 
improved property which he wanted to eell 
because he needed money. Would Mrs. 
Neustaedter examine the property and the 
papers or have her lawyer do so? 

Mrs. Newetaecter had $1,500 lying idle and 
ehe and her daughter went with Mr. Wil- 
son 10 a house on Iowa avenue between 
Potomac and Miami streets. The lot was 
150x36 feet, and with the improvements was 
worth about $4,000, 

Wilson told her the deed of trust was to 
secure @ note for $1,500 due November 17, 
1599, and six interest notes falling due at 
intervals of six months. The deed was 
from Charles Winter, a grocer on the Mor- 

nford road, to Henry Hiemeng, trustee 
or Pdward J. Dozier. It appeared to be 
reguiar in every particular and purported 
tio bear the seal and signeture of alter 
J. Lewis, a nolary, at 2604 South Jefferson 
avenue, and showed on the back that i 
had been recorded. 

Mre. Neustaeidter consulted her attorney, 
Gustav FE. Rigot. He examined the property 
and told her it was a good investmen®? ex- 
cept for a possibility that it would be sub- 
jected to a heavy sewer tax, provided, of 
course, that the deed of 29rust was the only 
incumbrance. 

That was easy to ascertain. Mrs. Neu- 
@taedter knew Joseph Wachtel, who was an 
abstract office at 511 Chestnut street, and 
when Wilson suggested that they go there 
and have the title verified, she agreed. 

Last Monday she and Wilson and a seedy 
looking fellow, who was ‘introduced as 
re J. Dozier, called on Mr. .Wachtel. 
e examined the deed of trust and found 
it apparently regular. He then examined 
the tithe to the property and found it unin- 
cumbered, except for that deed which was 
recorded on Nov. 17. He asked Mr. Dozier 
casually why he wanted to get rid of so 
good an investment, and Mr. Dog'er ex- 
piained that he had been out of work for 
some time and he needed money. 

There was no tornado insurance on the 
property and Mr: Wachtel suggested that 
there should be. 

“So there should,” said Mr. Wilson, and 
he went forthwith and got a policy, while 
Mrs. Neustaedter stopped agd talked to Mr. 
Wachtel. 2 

When Wilson returned Mrs. Neustaedter 
drew her check for $1,500. But Mr. Dogier 
through Mr. Wilson objected. There was 
accumulated interest amounting to $7.50. 
Mr. Desier wanted it. Mrs. Neustaedter 
didn't have the change and Wachtel ad- 
vanced it. 

Mre. Neustaedter went home and Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Dozier departed together.

Miss Neustaecdter, who saw the supposed 
Miss Winter, fancied that it was a perfect- 
ly netural thing foe Mr. Winter to pay in- 
terest in advance, but Mrs. Neustaedter had 
a better idea of business. She called on Mr. 
Winter without delay. He denied that @he 
or anyone else had a deed of trust on his 

roperty or held any note signed by him.

@ note to Notary Lewis asking him to call.

The signature to Mr. Lewis’ reply was 
compared with that supposed to be his on 
the trust deed. There was a gene re- 
semblance, but the variations were marked.

HAS A BULLET IN HIS LUNG. 


Athol W. Gale, a Horsetrader, Had 
Sent the Bullet After Hostler 
John Kiely. 


In his dingy little smithy at 1427 North 
Sixth street John Donavan bent over his 
anvil Friday morning, turning the toe of a 
horse-shoe. It was a hurried job and when 
he heard loud words in the street he did 
not turn around to see the fight. A minute 
later there was a shot outside the door. 
Still Donavan hammered away. 

Two more shots followed. They were fired 
in ¢he shop. The second bullet struck the 
busy blacksmith im the right side, when his 
arm was raised for the hammer blow. 

The bullet pierced Donavan’s lung. His re- 
covery is a matter of serious doubt. 

Every one was not so indifferent to the 
facts leading up to.the shooting as the 


wounded man. His fatal lack of interest in 
' the proceedings is all the more remarkable 

| as fora few seconds before the bullet struck 
him there was a wild scene in the shop. 

Donavan was shot accidentally. The bul- 
let that struck him was aimed at John 
Kiely by Athol W. Gale. 

Kiely is a Third District thug, who has 
been arrested times without number. On 
-election day John Egan put two bullets 
,} into him in front of a polling place on 
| Tenth street and Cass avenue. 

Gale ig a “‘capper” or curbstone broker 
for the rene way horse traders. He is 4 
years of age and unmarried. ; 
| Thursday afternoon Gale was drinking 
heavily with a crowd of horse’ traders. 
Towards evening he went to Herman Pohl- 
man’s barn and goined a companion named 
_Fred, for whom he had obtained permission 
to sleep in the place. 

He hardly arrived there, when, he 
claims,, Kiely and a crowd of drunken roy- 
sterers came to the barn door and tried to 
kick it down. Fred was alarmed, but Gale 


said:

A man standing at the anvil 
back in the dark threw up his hands and 
fell with a groan. 

“I was grabbed and hustled and thumped. 
The revolver was knocked out of my hand.

merton concerning her daughter. 

Then Mrs. Palmerton went out and found 
Franklin in a house on Spruce street. 
Franklin told her that Peoria Ennis was 
dead. He would not say how she had died 
nor give any of the particulars. All he 
would say was that she was dead. 

Mrs. Palmerton telegraphed to the mother 
that Peoria was dead. Mrs. Ennis then 
came to this city, arriving here Thursday 
evening. ' 

She called on the police and asked that 
an investigation be made. The police are 
now trying to find Franklin, believing that

A GOOD THING FOR FILLEY. 


If St. Louis Does Not Go Republican, 
It Will Not Be the Fault of the ..

Scarcely an hour passes but new and 
novel prospective complications are discov- 
ered in city politics, growing out of the 
fearful and wonderful work of the six good 
Republicans and true who constituted the 
Joint Redistricting Committee.
